“We found it very hard; I couldn’t make any 
in-roads in the wine trade. Because he was 
selling Stilton in Spain, he met cheese shops 
who said, ‘This is a great Spanish cheese. 
Why don’t you send it over there?’ So he 
collected up a Spanish selection of cheese 
that he brought over to me, and we ate 
our way through them and thought, 

‘Let’s dump the wine and move on 
to this amazing box of cheese!”’ 

In days when shipping was 
exorbitant, Monika found she 
needed to increase the size 
of her imports in order to be 
economical, and so the range 
quickly expanded. “To get cheese 
off the ground I had to really find 
other things to build up the 
shipments with, so I got olive oils 
and so on. That then added volume 
and it made my offer to the customers 
more interesting.” Once items with 
a longer shelf life had become fixtures in

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One of the UK’s biggest Spanish 
food importers is deeply rooted in 
south London. SHANNON DENNY 
meets the brains behind Brindisa 


I f you - like so many others - have 
a thing for Borough Market, then be 
sure to thankTulse Hill’s Monika 
Linton. Brindisa, the Spanish food 
company that she founded 21 years ago, 
is a cornerstone of the revitalised market, 
and today the Brindisa empire encompasses 
three restaurants, a shop and a wholesale 
business supplying 370 retailers and 680 
restaurants across the country. 

It all began with a few parcels of cheese 
crossing the Channel. After graduating 
with a Spanish degree from UCL, Monika 
moved to Catalonia, returning to London 
three later years to start a teaching career. 
“My brother - simultaneously as I moved 
back here - decided he couldn’t bear the 
City of London and he went out to 
Barcelona. So we kind of swapped cities. 

He took some British products over there 
- Stilton and smoked salmon - and started 
meeting people in the food trade in Spain. 
He found some producers and started 
sending parcels back saying, ‘Why don’t 
we send stuff the other way?”’ 

While one of their grandfathers had been 
a trader, dealing in everything from silk 
in Germany to rice in Africa, the other had 
been a bank manager. Combining innate 
entrepreneurial and business sense with 
exceptional Spanish fluency, Monika and 
her brother first thought they’d develop 
a business importing Spanish wine. 
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the Brindisa stock list, Monika added 
charcuterie. Today it’s in the area of these 
cured meats that Brindisa is a leader. 

Monika set up the company’s 
distribution centre in Borough Market in 
the early 1990s, back in the era when it was 
still a wholesale centre and not yet a retail 
mecca for epicures. Around the same time 
Neal’s Yard Cheeses relocated from Covent 
Garden. Taking a page out of the successful 
cheesemonger’s book, “We opened 
up our warehouses to the public 
as a way to retail and get closer 
to the market”, Monika 
explains. They enlisted A 
Turnips, another market 
wholesaler. “The three » 
of us opened our 
warehouses once 
a quarter, and so 
you got this kind 
of buzz going, and 
this clientele,” she 
remembers. “Our little 
warehouse days were the 
first foodie retail there.” 

Henrietta Green brought 
her Food Lover’s Fair to 


Borough in 1998. “That kind 
of gave everyone the idea: 
we could make this market 
bigger. That’s when Neal’s 
Yard and us, and some 
of the early 
instigators 
and the 
trustees 
who own the 
market started 
working on this initiative, 
and it’s grown to what it is today.” 

Monika’s team launched Brindisa Tapas 
at the edge of the market in 2004, and 
upgraded from a stall to a retail shop as well. 
Eventually Brindisa’s distribution facilities 
burst at the seams and today the warehouse 
is in Balham. For some time, a shop 
in Exmouth Market was Brindisa’s only 
presence north of the river, but all that 
changed in 2008, with the launch of new 
restaurants Tierra Brindisa in Soho and 
Casa Brindisa in South Kensington (the 
Exmouth Market shop has since closed). 

While serendipity initially brought her 
to south London - she rented a room from 
friends, first in Battersea, then in Stockwell 
- it’s the steady supply green of spaces and 
facilities that keep her living happily near 

Brockwell Park with 
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her yoga instructor husband and kids. 

“We do like where we live - it’s just a really 
nice street because everyone has front 
gardens with trees,” she smiles. “We’ve also 
got the Herne Hill Velodrome, two or three 
tennis clubs, swimming pools, Dulwich 
Picture Gallery, the Horniman. I think 
it’s amazing. For London living it’s just 
unbelievable.” And the best bit? “It’s seeing 
the trees round Brockwell Park. You can 
see the seasons so well. I just love that.” 

Her enthusiasm for her chosen home 
is such that I can’t detect any yearning in 
this hispanophile to live in Spain. But then 
I suppose she’s imported some of the very 
best bits of that sunny place to Britain 
- for which we can all be thankful. •

At a cost of £3m lion, the long-awaited 
regeneration of Myatt’s Fields Park in Camberwell 
is now complete. JON WAT takes a closer look 



O ne winter’s day in late 2000, four 
women sat in the dank and dark 
surrounds of Myatt’s Fields One 
O’clock Club and unequivocally declared 
that “something must be done”. Their 
grievance was the sorry state of the once- 
glorious Victorian park in which they sat. 
Nine years and £3 million later, Myatt’s 
Fields has been painstakingly restored to its 
originally grandeur and is once more the 
central hub of Camberwell. 

One of the women at that original 
meeting, and now Chair of the Myatt’s 
Fields Park Project Group (MFPPG), is 
Lindsay Avebury, who sees the park’s 
regeneration as far more than a project in 
beautification. “Myatt’s Fields had always 
been the centre of this community, but it 
ceased being that. The rundown children’s 
playground, One O’clock Club and 
facilities were no longer serving the needs 
of the community and so a concerned 
group of parents and park-users decided to 
get together and do something about it. We 
feel that a park is central to a community’s 
health - both psychologically and 
physically - which is exactly how the 
Minets felt when they first developed this 
area in the 19th century.” 

The Minets were the park’s original 
benefactors; a family of French Huguenots 
(members of the Protestant Reformed 


Church of France) who had fled their own 
country to avoid persecution in the 1700s. 
Once in England they made their fortune in 
the City and eventually, when the railways 
were extended to Camberwell in 1840- 
1860, they saw a chance to invest in a 
potential commuter belt. 

“They were more than just property 
speculators though,” Avebury explains. 
“They didn’t just build houses and flats but a 
whole community complete with church, 
school, library, community hall and park. 
Having been chased out of their own 
country I think they saw the importance of 
creating a community. You can still see their 
influence all around the area in the names of 
streets and building, and you can even see 
their family symbol - a cat - on certain 
houses.” 

This sense that the park is very much 
owned by the community has been a central 
theme in the work the MFPPG has been 
carrying out. Apart from the children’s play 
area which has been transformed by the 
introduction of new swings, slides, climbing 
wall and water park, Myatt’s Fields has also 
had a horticultural makeover with the 
planting of 58 new trees and restoration of 
the vast Victorian greenhouses which will be 
used for community gardening. “We’ll 
hopefully be working with the charity Root 
and Shoots to develop the wild garden and

even have gardening classes in the 
greenhouses,” says Avebury. 

The project has also given a new lease of 
life to the summerhouse and that dark, 
dank One O’clock Club has been converted 
into a refreshment kiosk, which opened in 
time for The Big Event festival that took 
place last month to mark the park’s official 
re-opening. “Summer’s going to be so 
exciting,” expounds Avebury. “The park’s 
really going to be bustling. We’ve got music 
on the renovated bandstand and a 
performance of A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream. It’s a summer schedule that we hope 
will really bring the community together.” 

The festival marks the completion of 
Heritage Lottery-funded works and the 
beginning of the park’s new life. However, 
far from spelling the end of the MFPPG, 
Avebury says the group still has a long to-do 
list: “We’ve got to build the new One 
O’clock Club, renovate the football pitch, 
reinstate a third tennis court, build business 
for the cafe, organise events... we’re just 
getting started really!” •

I'm six months into 
rehab and struggling to get back muscle 
strength and mobility. I'd like to get back to 
playing rugby ASAP - do you have any tips? 
S, Brixton 

We see a lot of ACL problems and normally 
have the client back to full training/match fit in 
six months. I can’t think why you had to keep 
your leg straight and this may be why it is 
taking you so long to recover. You need to 
get back the full range of motion, up to a full 
squat, and strengthening the hamstring will 
give added support to the ACL repair - try 
bridging exercises on the floor, then on the 
gym ball. Knee bends and mini squats in 
water will help increase mobility. 

I LOVE RUNNING but often get sharp 
pains just behind my shins. I think it might be 
shin splints. I have tight calf muscles too, and 
have noticed the pain is worse when my 
calves are feeling tight. I stretch them as 
much as I can but it doesn't seem to help.

Your problem may be related to foot 
overpronation - similar to flattening of the 
foot. This can alter lower-limb biomechanics 
and cause twisting of the muscles in the 
lower limb. Tightness in the calf muscles is 
common with this condition. You need a 
biomechanical assessment and most likely 
insoles to correct the foot position. Stretch 
the calf, hamstring and quadriceps muscles 
and the iliotibial band (ITB) and make sure 
you have good running shoes with a firm heel 
cup to prevent foot rolling.

Stay healthy

D-lightful sun 

SAND, SEA AND SUNNY BEACHES are the conversation 
topics of late. Occasionally I am innocently asked, “Do you burn?” 

My playful reply is that I don’t know, because I’ve never been fired. 

First let’s talk vitamin D and safe sun exposure for Caucasians. 
"Slip-slop-slap” is the Australian public health message: slip on 
a shirt; slop on the sunscreen and slap on a hat. 

I think sunscreen manufacturers are delighted for people to 
run scared of the celestial great giver of life - plants utilise the sun 
to grow, and we use its invigorating rays to generate vitamin D when 
it shines on our skin. 

The phrase that springs to mind when I hear experts advising 
the application of sunscreen before exposure to any amount of sun 
is “don’t throw out the baby with the bath water” - sunscreen protects 
against skin damage, but it also blocks vitamin D synthesis. 

The only naturally rich dietary source of vitamin D is oily fish 
- wonderful for seals, but unlikely to feature regularly on the menu 
of the majority. We generate about 90% of our vitamin D from the 
action of sunlight on the skin, but only between April and September. 

There is a large amount of research on this fascinating 
vitamin, which influences over 2000 genes in our body (see 
www.vitaminDcouncil.org). Researchers have found an association 
between low blood levels of vitamin D and a wide range of conditions, 
eg, cancer of the breast, colon and prostate; heart disease; 
diabetes; multiple sclerosis. Some of the questions surrounding 
vitamin D and its impact on our health may soon be answered by 
projects commissioned by the FSA- results should be published 
later this year. 

What about the skin cancer risk? The good news is that spending 
just 10-15 minutes in the sun (without sunscreen on face, arms 
and hands) two to three days a week between 10am and 3pm, 
is sufficient for many to maintain good vitamin D status. Such a short 
exposure to sunlight is not a cancer risk. 

Do remember, though, that excessive sunlight can damage 
the skin, so after brief periods of exposure it’s important to cover up, 
apply sunscreen or sit in the shade. So, can non-Caucasians burn 
in the sun? The answer is a presidential “yes we can”. •

THE CHEESE 

CLARE KELLY meets Tom Harding from 
Dulwich cheese company Mootown 


T hose of you whove taken a turn 
about North Cross Road will 
already know that its somewhat 
of a foodie heaven - from homemade fudge 
to hog roasts - there’s so much to sample. 

If you’re having a dinner party this 
summer, what could be better than 
a selection of cheeses to round off an 
evening? Or using cheese to make a tasty 
dish to impress friends? 

Mootown has been a regular fixture 
in Dulwich since 2007 and is open for 
business each Saturday at the North Cross 
Road Market. 

“North Cross Road has a great feel to 
it - it’s relaxed and you get to deal with 
pleasant people - it makes a real change 
from my day job in an office and is more 
grounded,” says Tom Harding, who runs 
this family concern with his wife Gurjit. 

“We sell cheese direct from farms 
in Wales and when you go and visit them 
there’s always a new story to tell - they 
can even tell you which cows have been 
eating nettles!” 


One of Mootown’s most popular cheeses 
is Teifi - a gouda-style cheese produced by 
a Dutch couple who moved to Wales in 
the 1980s. You’ll also find the smooth and 
creamy Colston Bassett Stilton and Perroche 

- a goats’ cheese with a mousse-like texture. 
And the best bit? You can try them all on 

any given Saturday. 

“We let people try things for themselves 

- you can’t tell what a cheese will taste like 
simply by looking at it. It’s a real antidote 
to the supermarket and, with us, you can 
have as much or as little as you like - 50g, 
500g or even 5kg,” adds Tom. 

So if you love cheese or haven’t made your 
mind up yet, head to Mootown and discover

"Perroche is a delicious, lemony, soft 
goats’ milk cheese from Hereford. It 
works particularly well in ravioli and can 
be accompanied by a variety of garden 
herbs such as rosemary, oregano, dill 
and basil,” says Tom. “Making ravioli Is fun 
and the satisfaction of presenting plump, 
herby pillows on the plate should be 
rewarded with at least one glass of crispy, 
fruity white wine.” 

INGREDIENTS 

50g unsalted butter 

250g Perroche goats’ cheese 

Generous handful of fresh herbs 

Fresh grated nutmeg 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 

300g of fresh pasta for ravioli (see 

a Jamie Oliver book for instructions) 

Beaten egg mix with a few drops of water 

Generous handful of young rocket or 

spinach 

METHOD 

In a bowl combine the goats’ cheese with 
the chopped herbs and season to taste 
with ground nutmeg, salt and pepper. 

Add more herbs If required and put the 
mix to one side. Having rolled out your 
pasta Into thin sheets (keep covered with 
a damp cloth until required), brush a 
sheet with the egg wash. Place 
teaspoons of your mix on the sheet at 
regular intervals. Put another sheet of 
pasta on top and press down around the 
filling. Cut into whatever shape you fancy 
using a pastry wheel or cutter making 
sure the edges are well sealed. Cook the 
ravioli In lightly salted water until al dente - 
three minutes should do It. Heat the 
butter in a frying pan until foaming and 
drizzle over the ravioli adding lightly 
chopped rocket and serve.

Summer treats 


IT’S THE SEASON to shed the cardigan and head to some saucy 
summer soirees. Since a bottle of Champagne or sparkling wine is 
the quickest "mood changer” in the civilised world, it seems only 
reasonable to turn up with one of these. 

An immediate way to impress (assuming your offering doesn’t get 
whisked to the hosts fridge for "safe keeping” and you never see it 
again - meanies) is Green and Blue’s LesTres Cantous Mauzac 
Nature (£16). The Mauzac grape is becoming rather trendy-the fact 
that this sparkling version is made in the Champagne method (double 
fermented with reliably formed bubbles) has really put it on the map. 

It’s subtly perfumed and floral without that yellow, yeasty 
experience you get from some expensive Champagne. With hints of 
elderflower and pear, it’s light as a feather on the tongue and with a 
zingy aftertaste. Think mouth spritzer with a wisp of summer peach. 
Maybe a dash of very clean hazelnuts. Or to put it another way, this is 
a sparkler to really taste-as opposed to necking down for tipsy 
purposes (although I'm not averse to the latter). 

Another top gift is a charming cheese accessory along with some 
serious cheese. You can take all the credit as guests shun the 
obligatory quince jelly in favour of Romeo Jones’ hot apple and sage 
jelly by Jules and Sharpe (£5.95). Satisfyinglyfull of chillies-without 
making you reach for the cold tap - it’s also perfumed with slivers of 
sage and apples. Stunning. And when teamed with Testun “drunken” 
cheese (drunken, moi?) you will doubtless be asked the name of your 
deli. Aged in barrels of wine, it won first prize by experts on Slow Food 
for the best “drunken” cheese 
in Italy (but forget the slow, mine 
was gone in minutes). £25.95 per 
kilogram, also from Romeo Jones. 

And finally, try Cave du Chateau 
de Chenas, 2005 (Majestic, 

£7.38). This light summer 
Beaujolais really is a stunner 
with spicy woody notes to give 
off a lasting fruity rush. •

CITIZENS, I’m inordinately 
fond of good Indian food, 
and Dulwich Tandoori provides 
authentic Indian cuisine in 
a traditional Indian setting. 

From the moment you enter 
the service is excellent, with 
attentive and helpful staff that 
want to make your meal as 
enjoyable as possible. Some 
might be scared off Indian food 
by its reputation for being over 
spicy, but this wouldn’t be the 


case at Dulwich Tandoori where 
wait staff are more-than willing 
to guide you toward dishes that 
suit your palate. 

I began my meal with the 
traditional Indian condiments, 
chutneys and salad with 
poppadoms and the only 
feasible accompaniment - a 
bottle of Cobra beer. We also 
decided to order a selection of 
appetisers including vegetable 
samosas, onion bhaji and the 
recommended tandoori 


chicken and lamb. 

Sharing is definitely the best 
way to go with Indian food. So 
for the main course we ordered 
a king prawn balti, vegetable 
dhansak, aubergine and 
pumpkin bhaji with pilau rice, 
chapati and chilli naan. 

By this point we were fit to 
burst, but after a cup of coffee 
we still managed to squeeze in a 
fantastic chocolate and caramel 
ice cream for dessert. 

Each dish was vibrant both 


with colour and flavour and very 
fresh - it has to be the some of 
the best Indian food I’ve had the 
pleasure of eating. I personally 
find some Indian Restaurants’ 
food can be oily and sloppy, 
but not a hint of this at Dulwich 
Tandoori. They are also able to 
replicate any dish on their menu 
to cater for vegetarians. Overall it 
was an enjoyable evening, made 
so by the cosy setting, great 
cuisine and passionate staff.

Chapters has 
a nonchalant new swagger which it wears 
with consummate ease. It’s no wonder, 
among gastro-sawy pundits, it’s being talked 
about as “the Wolseley of the south east” 
for its winning brasserie luxe combination 
of flexible, affordable all-day dining. Like 
the Wolseley (the West End grand cafe 
frequented by A-listers), it offers both gourmet 
and favourite comfort dishes with a twist, 
has a glamorous yet laid-back ambience 
and a frisson of people-watching possibilities. 

Welcoming and stylish with the 
unmistakable buzz of a burgeoning hotspot, 
Chapters is the brainchild of the dream team 
who created the iconic Chapter Two. The 
meticulous attention to detail and excellent 
service remain matched by a shift to a more 
informal approach to dining and wallet- 
friendly pricing to match its all-day ethos. 

Michelin, which has already recognised 
Chapters, is offering a fiendishly spot-on 
package absolutely in tune with the times by 
giving it a highly covetable Bib Gourmand a 
mere four months after opening. Significantly, 
it is the only restaurant in Blackheath to rate 
such distinction and there are fewer than 20 
Bib Gourmand’s throughout London - high 
praise indeed for Chapter’s triple helping 
of cooking, atmosphere and pricing. 


What’s more, chef Trevor Tobin still heads 
up the kitchen and is wearing his haute 
cuisine training more lightly in the best 
possible sense. The menu mixes classics 
to gladden the heart (definitive fish and chips 
served on a wooden board and proper 
caesar salad with aged parmesan and 
anchovies) with touches of sheer culinary 
originality and brilliance (ratte potatoes, truffle 
mayo and caper and raisin dressing as well 
as sea bream with ragout of Jerusalem 
artichokes, salsify, cos lettuce and creamy 
wild mushrooms for those after a more 
gastronomic adventure). Plus the blackboard 
flags up dishes of the day, making full use 
of seasonal ingredients at their prime.

DAVID BROOKS speaks to Brian 
Kelly of Antoinette’s Costume Hire 
about the perfect party costume 


How did you get into costume hire? 

I used to work in fashion and modelling, 

I studied at the London College of Fashion, 
and IVe also worked in theatre, so it was 
kind of putting them together: fashion plus 
theatre equals costume. When I took over 
Antoinette’s Costume Hire I brought a lot 
of professional knowledge and changed it 
from a fancy dress shop into a costumier’s. 


We are interested 
in the proper 
handmade 
costumes and 
creating the look 
the customer has 
in mind, whether 
it is for a party or 
for stage or screen. 
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What brought you to the area? 

I came to Forest Hill five years ago because 
this shop used to be on Dartmouth Road. 
The stock grew and grew and after a while 
the shop became too small, and so I found 
this listed building and moved here to 
Kirkdale last September. 

What differentiates Antoinette s from 
the competition? 

A typical fancy-dress shop would sell instant 
costumes in a bag where you can dress 
as a Roman for three hours and then your 
costume falls to pieces. We create high-end 
costumes that are authentic and look nice, 
so when you go to a party you don’t just look 
like you’ve bought something for £9.99. 



Tell us about your theatre and screen work? 

We’ve just done a piece on Leonardo 
Divinci, which is at Sydenham Arts Festival, 
costumed Yh You Like It tor the Oxford 
Drama School graduation programme, 
and created 1920s gangster costumes for 
a pop music video. 

What does a costume fitting involve? 

We start with a budget and then I ask them 
what they will be doing at the party. If they 
are going to be standing around with a glass 
in their hand that’s one thing, but if they like 
to do lots of dancing then they really don’t 
need to wear that much. What I try to do is 
to make people look a little different so that 
when they walk in there won’t be six other 
people with exactly the same outfit. We also 
bear in mind the shape of the person. I often 
find myself guiding people towards 
something that looks flattering. 

What tips do you have for readers 
heading for summer costume parties? 

I have three mantras: does it suit 
you? Does it suit the theme? And are you 
able to wear all of it without taking anything 
off during? If you have to take something 
off because it’s too heavy or awkward to 


wear then that spoils the affect. If we follow 
those rules then everyone leaves looking 
nice and suitable for the theme. A lady 
the other day wanted to be a gorilla and 
I said, “Well, you will be covered in fur 
and that might be a bit warm in June. ” 

Whats been your biggest dress up success? 
One of my customers was wearing a dress 
at a party for Country Life magazine and 
Princess Michael was there, who is a very 
stylish dresser. She came up to my customer 
and said, “What a beautiful dress.” That 
to me was the most exciting. 

Which local places do you like to visit? 

That’s Amore -1 go there quite a lot as it’s 
a really nice, family run restaurant. I also go 
to Blaqua, the tailors opposite Forest Hill 
station. They make all their own stuff and 
it’s a really nice standard, if I am buying 
clothes around here, I go there. •

A good solicitor is essential during a 
family split, says GREG RANDALL 


hen couples separate emotions run high. Either might 
feel angry both with themselves and their former 
partner. Dealing with such feelings is part of the 
process of separation, which also involves legal issues such as dividing 
property, obtaining a divorce or dissolution of a civil partnership. 
Sometimes there are disputes about arrangements for children. 

Sorting out legal issues does not have to involve confrontation 
and unnecessary hurt. As a solicitor and member of Resolution, 
an organisation committed to settling family disputes, I am 
committed to resolving disputes in a non-confrontational 
and constructive way while aiming to preserve people’s dignity. 

There are a number of ways to do this. For many separating 
couples, negotiation via solicitors is best. Other couples prefer 
mediation, in which they meet with a neutral mediator who assists 
them in reaching an agreement that solicitors can put into a legally 
binding format. 

In collaborative family law, the separating couple and their 
solicitors agree to work together towards settlement over a series 
of joint meetings. This can give the separating couple a feeling 
of more control over the process. 

It is essential to put the interests of children first. Resolution’s new 
initiative, Parenting After Parting, provides a booklet and workshops 
to help parents manage the impact of separation on their children. 

Inevitably some disputes go to court. A good solicitor will put 
forward their client’s case to the best of their ability while promoting 
respect for everyone involved. Court procedure should focus on 
assisting couples to negotiate and settle proceedings without going 
to a costly and stressful final hearing. 

Each separation is different, so it is important to get legal 
advice about your position and options from a solicitor specialising 
in family law. This is especially true in the current economic climate. 
If an ex-partner has not been making or cannot afford mortgage 
payments the family home and the capital it represents might be at 
risk of repossession. Don’t hesitate to seek legal advice.

Brixton designer Snowden Flood turns the familiar 
into a thing of beauty, discovers CLARE KELLY 


B attersea Power Station is a subject 
of great debate. But for local 
designer Snowden Flood its a thing 
of beauty, and just one of the south London 
landmarks to feature in her work. 

“I find Battersea Power Station such 
an evocative landmark. As a child, coming 
into London, we used to go past it on the 
train. It’s like an elephant on the landscape, 
totemic almost. It’s the most popular of my 
plate designs - people are mad about it.” 

Snowden has lived in a quiet road 
in Brixton “where everyone knows each 
other” since 2006 but, prior to that, 
lived near Brockwell Park. 

“As a parent, I absolutely love Brockwell 
Park in the summer. So much of it is away 
from the road and it can be really empty 
and quiet,” she says. 

Just look at any of her work and it’s clear 
to see that, though not born in London, 
she has a real passion for south of the river. 



“The London Eye is so familiar. I wanted 
to make something from it, something 
precious in jewel-like colours. 

“My brothers band is artist in residence 
at the Southbank Centre. Eve always loved 
it, and I love being by the river. In New 
York, you can’t access the river in the same 
way as there are four-lane motorways.” 

For 10 years, Snowden lived in New York 
after being awarded a scholarship to study 
a Masters in sculpture at Parsons School of 
Design. With a studio in the now-trendy 
district ofWilliamsburg she worked at the 
Brooklyn Museum of Art and showed her 
sculptures in group art shows. After that 
she worked for world-renowned architects 
Peter Marino & Associates and it was here, 
as a textiles designer, that Snowden worked 
with some of the biggest names in fashion 

- Louis Vuitton, Chanel and Dior. Not to 
mention, the King of Jordan. 

She continued working for them when 
she decided to move back to London and, 
while her son Orphy was tucked up in bed, 
Snowden began work on her collection. 

“I’ve always drawn in a really silhouettey 
kind of way. It’s a style I’ve had since I was 
a child. My ceramics came out of that and 
my textiles, too. I guess it’s like souvenirs 

- putting buildings on plates has been 
around since the 18th century.”

Agent speaks 

Buyers are back and savvy sellers are achieving asking 
prices again, says LICITY BLAIR of Roy Brooks 



FOR ESTATE AGENTS, August 2007 
was the top of the market. But that’s when 
buyers dug their heels in and said "Whooa!”, 
and there began the extended 18-month 
"winter of discontent”. Not that discontent 
didn’t spread to every other working role in 
every walk of life - that was all to come some 
months later. We were the leading indicator! 

Well, here’s the good news: winter has 
turned to spring. During the last four months 
the market has been teeming with buyers 
keen to take advantage of prices that finally 


appear “good value”. After an 18-month 
famine, we are finally enjoying a meal 
at the table - and sometimes there 
are two courses. 

A warm wind blew through February when 
investors saw value and auctions rooms 
(which had been empty for a year, bids not 
even hitting reserve prices) were suddenly 


full to overflowing with buyers reputedly 
queuing out of the door. 

Next there was a run on three-bed 
houses. The largest sector of pent-up 
demand was expanding families bursting 
out of their two-bed flats, eager to get into a 
three-bed house with a garden in time for the 
summer. These sales dominated March and 
April. By May, interest inevitably moved up 
the chain to “second-time” family homes, 
that is, four or five bed houses. We cannot 
get enough of these. Stock that has been 


hanging around for months, in some cases 
a year or more, has finally found a happy 
owner, and any house new to the market 
is quickly snaffled up. 

This month, a new air of confidence finally 
reached the first-time buyer sector. Lots of 
young people have been saving hard over 
the last few years-their deposits are real, 


they see value in the market, and their 
intention is to buy. Good quality one and 
two-bed flats are in serious demand. 

What has been surprising is how many 
buyers are in a cash position. A number of 
ex-homeowners did manage to sell into the 
falling market-they have been hibernating 
in rented accommodation for a year or more 
and are now emerging into the sunlight. For 
the rest, borrowing has become easier. The 
90% mortgage is back. Even “let-to-buys” 
with prudent loans-to-value are achievable. 
What’s more, property, once again, seems 
to have become the investment vehicle of 
choice - a refuge from the stock market! 

Monthly sales are up seven-fold on the 
same month last year. A leading factor in 
this new turn of affairs is price. Sellers have 
become realistic and, because they are 
being so, we are achieving - or getting very 
close to - asking prices, and sometimes 
getting offers above (the last two months 
have seen the return of gazumping and the 
odd “sealed bid”). There is simply not 
enough supply to fill demand, and we are 
now seeing prices up an average of 10% 
from the start of the year, largely due to lack 
of supply. 

If you would like to dip your toe into the 
water, perhaps even dangle in an ankle, 
we would be very happy to update you 
on the market and where you stand in it. 
Right now, we could sell an igloo! •
